Morality, therefore, viewed in its 
entirety, has three dimensions: 
height, depth, and breadth. In its 
height, it soars up to God the 
Supreme Being, from whom it 
takes the definitive of what is true 
and good. In its depth, it pene- 
trates deep into the heart of man, 
laying hold of his entire person- 
ality so that even his innermost 
thought and motives are subject 
to its rule. In its breadth, it em- 
braces man in every station and

The Moral Order 


By nature, man-is a creature, 
subject to his Creator and respon- 


sible to Him for all his actions. By 


selfish inclination, at times, he 
chooses to be something else, 
assuming the prerogatives of a 
Creator, establishing his own 
standards of conduct, and making 
himself the measure of all things. 
This prideful folly on his part 
brings discord into his own life, 
and prosogney affects the whole 
moral order. Frustration rather 
than fulfillment becomes his char- 
acteristic mark because he does not 
possess wholly within himself the 
way to fulfillment. That he can 
discover only in God’s plan. 

God’s will, therefore, is the 
measure of man. It is the standard 
by which all human actions must 
meet the test of their rightness or 
wrongness. What conforms te 
God’s will is right; and what goes 
counter to His will is wrong. This 
is the great and controlling rule 
of the moral order. Unless man 
recognizes and lives by this rule, 
he cannot come to that abundance 
of life destined for him by God. 

If man is to reach this abundance 
of life, which depends on the full- 
ness of moral character, it must be 
through the way he lives his every- 
day life. He has no other course. 
It is idle and dangerous for him 
to dream otherwise. The though

The “Church of Christ” and 
other sects have asserted that this 
requirement of authorization vio- 
lates the constitution and denies 
the religious liberty which it guar- 
antees. Although in Italy since 
1947, the “Church of Christ” had 
not applied for authorization until 
recently, because, its leaders de- 
clared, they did not know that it 
was necessary. 

These leaders have -stated that 
whenever the “Church of Christ” 
entered a locality to open activi- 
ties there, they contacted the po- 
lice, identified themselves and 
asked what formalities were neces- 


sary or required to operate. Local | 


police authorities, these leaders 
say, always answered that self- 
identification was sufficient and 
that the group would have no 
trouble, provided its activities 
were orderly and proper. “Church 
of Christ’ leaders have now ap- 
plied for authorization, but in the 
meantime police have stopped 
their activities.

The Bishops of the United States had met an- 
nually in Washington during the month of October. 
But, during 1928, it was ‘decided to postpone the 
meeting until after the November elections so that 
enemies of the Church would have no justification 
even to suspect that the- Catholic Hierarchy would 
urge the election of Al Smith.

The Charge Is An Old One 


The convention of the National Council of Cath- 
olic Men was formerly held in October, but was 
postponed until after the November election.

tacks on their Church by organized anti-Catholicism.

Pilot, newspaper of the Arch- 


Mr. Hloover said “the great tragedy of 


America today is that we are suf- 


Asked whether he thought crime 


or communism the greater threat 


to American security, the FBI 
chief replied: “I believe that crime 


and communism are almost paral- 


lel in constituting a threat to the 
security of this nation. Roth make 
tremendous inroads into youth 
Fach could be characterized as a 
corroding acid.” 

“Communism,” Mr. Hoover add 
ed, “dominates the soul, imprisons 
the mind, spreads fear, terror and 
is all-encompassing. It 
crushes the personality into a dry 
pulp It makes inroads _ into 
schools, colleges and universities, 
labor unions and governments.” 


The FBI director vigorously as- 
serted that “no person who is a 
communist or has communist af- 
filiations should ever be allowed to 
teach in our schools for the sim- 
ple reason that the doctrine to 
which they adhere denies freedom 
of intellect.” 

He said the communists “are 
tightening up their ranks,” and 
that, “in respect to the determin- 
ation of their underground activi- 
ties, the communists are as much, 
if not more, of a threat today than 
they have ever heen.” 

Following the trial in New 
York of 11 top communists in this 
country, Mr. Hoover continued, the 
Reds themselves set up commit- 
tees and held loyalty investigations 
to check on people in their own 
ranks. At the same time, he said 
the fact that certain sources o 
information have been forced to 
disclose their identity at the Red 
trials, has made the FBI's job 
more difficult. 

Noting that “over one million 
crimes" were committed in the 
first six months of this year, and 
that more persons aged 18 years 
were arrested than any other age 
group, Mr. Hoover said “this so- 
called juvenile delinquency we 
hear so much about, is caused by 
adult delinquency” and “delinquen- 
cy isn't confined to the homes of 
the poor, either.” 

“The commission of crime is due 
to the lack of character, lack of 
will power and lack of belief in 
God,” the FBI director declared.

Many hurdles had to be sur- 
mounted and the most difficult 
one was lack of space. An eight 
room modern one story building 
was to be erected on a 75’ x 145’ 
lot meeting all the requirements 
of the law. 

Only the services of a fine archi- 
tect in the person of Mr. Francis 
W. Kervick, former dean of the 
Architectural department of Notre 
Dame University, could have solv- 
ed the problem and given us the 
beautiful building that we are dedi 
cating today. 

To meet the children’s growth 
needs, “coordinated classrooms” 
were planned. In such classrooms, 
the lighting, colors, seating, venti- 
lation. and temperature control are 
coordinated to produce the least 
amount of stress on the child.

The Immaculate Conception 
School is a one-floor brick, fire- 
proof building of eight classrooms, 
two washrooms, principal’s office 
and nurse’s room. The ceiling in 
each room is of accoustical plaster, 
the walls of economical block 
which provides acoustical proper. 
ties, the floor in_ light-colored 
asphalt tile. Each room is wired 
for a public address system.

can be rotated so that the farthest 
limits of the window falls outside 
the child’s visual field. With this 
rotation, no adverse body shadows 
are cast on the working surfaces. 

Daylight must be controlled if 
it is to be made useful within the 
limits of critical seeing imposed 
by various classroom tasks. Light 
directional glass block, as an opti- 
cal control, reduces window bright- 
ness, while still using all available 
natural hight by redirecting it to 
white ceiling in the room for uni- 
form distribution throughout the 
children’s visual field. 


Twelve Fluorescent fixtures, 
each containing two, five foot, 40 
watt low brightness lamps proper- 
ly shielded are installed in each 
classroom. Selective switches per- 
mit maintaining light uniformity 
and control on overcast days. 

Combination of colors based on 
recommendation by the American 
Standard Practice for School 
Lighting is a feature of the class- 
rooms. Each of the light color 
combinations of pastel colors gives 
the proper contrast control and 
maximum reflection of soft graded 
light within the limits of children 
performing school tasks. Green 
chalk boards, light, natural non-re- 
flecting trim and furniture con- 
form to the co-ordinated plan. 

The latest complete automatic 
heating and ventilating system is 
installed. Each classroom is in- 
dividually controlled by thermos. 
tatic control. In operation, the 
ventilating system completes a 
change of air. in each classroom 
every three minutes.
